NEWPORT NEWS (Va.) April 9.— 
Bringing the body of thg captain and 
eleven survivors of the crew of the 
Norwegian bark Orellan, which she 
rammed and sunk off Barnegat, N. J., 
last night, the American steamer 
Peter H. Crowell arrived here tonight 
from Boston. Two men went down 
with the Orellan, and the captain was 
dead when taken from the water. 
The Crowell was standing by and 
Capt. Vail had ordered his lifeboats 
lowered, and Capt. Johannsen, one 
woman and ten men were picked up. 
Capt. Johannsen, who was 65 years 
old, was dead when taken in one of 
the rescue boats. His death is 
thought to have been due to heart dis- 
ease, aggravated by the excitement of 
the wreck. Two members of the crew 
failed to leave in the boats and went 
down with the ship. 


In their haste to leave the bark, 
members of the crew did not stop to 
get their 
some were scantily clad, and all were 
half-frozen from their stay in the 
water. 

The Orellan was fifty-seven days 
out from Boulogne, France, for New 
York, and the Crowell was bound 
from Boston to this port. 

Details of the wreck were hard to 
obtain, as the Crowell d not docked 
and will not land the survivors until 
tomorrow. The only authentic ac- 
count obtainable was procured from 
Norwegian Consul M. M. Richardson, 
to whom a report of the disaster was 
made, but who has not been supplied 
with the names of the survivors, or 
the two men who went down with 
the bark. 

Capt. Vail reported to Consul Rich- 
ardson that the collision occurred dur- 
ing misty weather with the sea calm,

The Crowell struck the bark while 
steaming almost full speed. The 
wooden ship filled rapidly and sank in 
seventeen fathoms of water.

posts, with rings above their heads, 
and boys have been lashed with a 
strap four inches wide and bave been 
confined for forty-five days on bread 
and water, save for a full meal every 
tenth day. Girls are said to bave had 
their hair clipped close to their heads, 
beside being given the  bread-and- 


water diet. In two and a half months 


there had been forty-five attempts to 
escape, or escapes. One rutron is 
said to have permitted liquor and ci- 
garettes to the girls and it 's told that 
a second did the same, advised the 
girls to lead lives of shame when Iib- 
erated, and taught vulgar dances. The 
institution now contains ninety-two 
boys and twenty-seven girls, most of 
the latter well grown. Commendation 
is given the work of the present mat- 
ron, Mrs. Cole, formerly tn charge of 
the Crittenden Home in Phoenix. 
HUNT BLAMED FOR ALL 
The report states that “the super- 
intendent has at various times rec- 
ognized. and admitted fhis incom- 


petency and has, on at least one oc- 
casion, endeavored to resign and to 
this extent is entitled to favorable 
mention. So Callaghan proceeds to 
heap all the blame upon the head of 
the Governor, who, he claims, had 
been repeatedly advised of the deplor- 
able conditions at the school and 
through whom he considers himself 
to have been “maliciously harassed 
and subjected to gross insult in my 
official capacity.”

the coming State election. 

It is agreed, however, that if the 
board should decide adversely in the 
matter of granting the request of the 
league, such action would be taken 
in time to permit of the circulation 
of petitions for the calling of an 
election for the purpose. 

Chairman Karl Cariton shies at the 
Possibility of Riverside county's se- 
curing such a charter as San Bernar- 
dino has at the present time, and 
other members of the board dropped 
comments indicating that they were 
not in sympathy with the movement. 

Attorney Richard L. North, who 
Was retained several months ago to 
study the conduct of county affairs, 
and who has been a regular attend- 
ant on the meetings of the Board 
of Supervisors, calls attention to the 
fact that the Taxpayers’ e rep- 
resents about $6,060,000 worth of 
property. That the election will be 
held seems an assured fact, and to 
save expense it will probably be held 
in November, in connection with the 
State and county eléction. 


EXPENSIVE SUBWAY. 


A practical agreement has been 
reached for a grade on the 
Magnolia-avemue extension, at its in- 
tersection with the tracks of the Salt 
Lake Railroad, in lieu of an expensive 
subway. Represented on the ground 
were Richard Sachse, acting chief 
engineer of the. State Railroad Com- 
mission; Chief Engineer Pillsbury, 
and Attorney A. H. Halstead of the 
Pacific Electric; E. M. Jessup, en- 
gineer of maintenance of way of the 
Salt Lake, and Mayor Ford and City 
Engineer Campbell. 

It was determined that, unless 
there was serious objection filed with 
the commission, a. grade crossing 
would be permitted, with the under- 
standing that the Pacific Electric 
bear the expense of Installing an in- 
terlocking tower, and share with the 
Salt Lake the expense of mainte- 
nance. Pending the working out of 
the arrangement, the city and Pacific 
Electric are to have a rmit to cross 
the tracks of the t Lake for a 
period of ninety days.

EUD ENLIVENS | 
LIFE ON DESERT. 


EVIDENCE MIRRORS HARDSHIPS 
OF EARLY SETTLERS. 


Two civilizations clashed in the 
Palo Verde Valley, in Riverside 
county, when the rush for land be- 
gan there as far back as 1908, ac- 
cording to evidence adduced in the 
United States District Court at the 
trial of William B. Edwards, Robert 
L. Culpepper, John McLaren, Lee and 
William Wells and Arch Robison, 
charged with conspiring to deprive 
Revs. Patrick H. Bodkin and James 
,.M. Ocheltree of their right to perfect 
homestead entries in that section. 

Edwards had a claim on land that 
was afterward confirmed to Bodkin, 
and on account of the contests and 
‘the varying proceedings in the land 
office here and in Washington, com- 
plicated by the fact that the land 
had been withdrawn from entry, he 
— t he had a preference right. 
and others were squatters without any 
right to stay on the land, but the 
defense will assert that Edwards was 
there under colorable authority, and 
that he left the land as soon as the 
rights of Bodkin and Ocheltree were 
finally confirmed by the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

The shooting up of the Bodkin 
store, the beating of a horse, threats 
and other overt acts were brought out 
in the testimony, tending to show 
that force was depended on to,se- 
cure rights that the law has notl yet 

ized. Both sides were active, 
from their varying standpoints. It 
was a clash of two civilizations—the 
quiet, peaceable and long-suffering on 
one side; the daredevil, Wild West, 
law-defying on the other. 

Feuds as bitter as anything the 
Tollivers, the Whites or Hargises 
ever exhibited in Kentucky have been 
mirrored in the evidence this week. 
Testimony showing the hardships of 
making a home in the desert, when 
all the belongings of a family could 
be carried on the back of a burro; 
threats and hurried get-aways to 
avoid serious trouble; trips to Los An- 
geles to invoke the protection of the 
law; while on the other hand some 
of the defendants were holding what 
they believed were their rights on the 
public domain; all these features con- 
tributed to as interesting a picture of 
the sandy dunes and 
reaches tverside county, as has 
ever in a loca] court. 

The testimony in behalf of the gov- 
ernment closed last night, and the de- 
fense will have its innings today.
